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Councillor resorts to 


DIY road safety signs 


A COUNCILLOR has 
put herself in the 
firing line after taking 
the safety of a fen road 
into her own hands. 

Cllr Pauline Wilson, who 
represents Haddenham on 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council, has been 
calling for warning signs 
on a lethal bend at Grunty 
Fen since it claimed the 
life of a much-loved grand¬ 
mother in February. 

Margaret Thorne, 59, died 
when her car spun off the route 
in the fog into a deep ditch near 
the Grunty Fen waste centre. 

But, according to the Liberal 
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Democrat councillor, despite the 
fatality, Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways chiefs have 
ignored her pleas. 

Cllr Wilson has now made 
warning signs herself and put 
them up on the side of the road 
near the bend. 

She said: “I have been asking 
for warning signs to be put up on 
this dangerous bend for the last 
eight months but they have just 
been ignored. 

“I am so incensed about this - 
how many people have to lose 
their lives before the county 
council comes up with the money 
needed to make drivers aware of 
the danger? 


“They can afford to spend 
millions on a guided bus scheme 
but they will not use some of our 
Council Tax to make this road 
safer.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Haddenham on Cambridgeshire 
County Council and neigh¬ 
bouring villages Wilburton and 
Stretham on East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, admitted 
signs did need installing. 

He said: “I have seen Cllr 
Wilson’s signs up and I admit the 
bend is a dangerous one. 

“It is terrible that there has 
been a fatality there and with the 
winter weather on its way 
something does need to be done. 

“However, I am not sure 
whether putting up a home-made 
sign is the way to do it. 

“I have been writing to the

county council to see if we can 
get signs put up but I have been 
told there is not enough money to 
fund them.” 

But Cambridgeshire County 
Councillor Matt Bradney, cabinet 
member for growth and infra¬ 
structure, said: “It is a pity that 
Cllr Wilson has chosen to be so 
economical with the facts.

Crowds honour war dead 


CROWDS of people 
turned out in Ely on 
Remembrance Sunday to 
salute the fallen in two 
world wars and other 
conflicts. 

Hundreds paraded 
through the city to the 
cathedral where a special 
service was held. 

This was followed by a 
wreath laying ceremony at 
the city’s war memorial, 
on Market Square, at 
midday. 

Further respects were paid 
at a service at the war 
memorial on Tuesday with 
a traditional two-minute 
silence at 11 am - 90 years 
exactly since the guns fell 
silent at the end of the 
First World War. 

The remembrance 
ceremony is run by the 


City of Ely Royal British 
Legion. 

Dedicated residents have 
been collecting money for 
the annual Poppy Appeal 
since late October. 

It is the legion’s main 
fundraiser and its symbol 
is taken from the Great 
War when the flower grew 
in Flanders’ fields. 

Ray Hale, chairman of the 
City of Ely Royal British 
Legion, said: “I have been 
chairman of the legion for 
26 years now and every 
year Remembrance Day is 
still as special as the 
previous one.

A TEENAGER who used a lump 
hammer to damage a front door has 
been ordered to pay £320. 

Ty Bullock, of Studlands Park, 
Newmarket, admitted the attack at Ely 
Magistrates last Thursday 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, exp¬ 
lained how the 18-year-old clobbered at 
the door with the lump hammer, 
damaging the letter box. 

Bullock also admitted that the 
incident, which was on a Cambridge 
Housing property in Soham, was 
unprovoked. 

Mary Rone, chairman of the bench, 
said: “This is such a silly thing to do 
and it is worrying that you had a lump 
hammer on you anyway. 

“Let this be the last time you have to 
be in court.” 

Bullock was fined £120, and ordered 
to pay £125 compensation, £60 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge.

ANTI-MEREHAM camp¬ 
aigners have started their 
battle in removing the 
controversial develop¬ 
ment from a new blue¬ 
print for housing. 

Last week, the Weekly News 
revealed how the multi¬ 
thousand-home scheme has 
been included in a list of 
potential projects by the East of 
England Regional Assembly 
(EERA). 

Developers have been invited 
to submit proposals in order to 
meet Government housing 
targets for 2031, and despite 
being thrown out by Secretary 
of State for Communities, Hazel 
Blears, in August, Mereham is 
back in the spotlight. 

The settlement, which could 
be built off the A10 at Stretham, 
is among 16 which could go 
forward after developers Barton 
Willmore recently re-submitted 
the scheme for consideration. 

But protesters from across 
East Cambridgeshire have 
joined forces just as they did 
three years ago - but this time 
with more bite. 

The Say No to Mereham 
campaign, which is back in full 
force, says EERA should not 
have accepted new Mereham 
proposals in the first place. 
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Residents, parish councils, 
councillors and even tourists 
are being urged to write to Ms 
Blears asking her to instruct 
EERA to remove Mereham 
from the list immediately. 

The campaign is also encour¬ 
aging people to write to EERA 
directly asking them to throw 
out the application on the 
grounds that it was roundly 
rejected in August. 

Cllr Alan James, vigorous 
protester in the campaign and 
district councillor for the 
Downham ward, has referred to 
a statement on the EERA 
website which says: “Proposals 
which the Secretary of State 
has already deemed to have an 
inappropriate location should 
not be submitted”. 

Cllr James said: “Like the 
bad smell of an old familiar 
effluent pipe, this threatening 
albatross is now back in our 
lives. 

“This time we have plenty of 
notice so we are prepared to 
fight these developers at the 
simplest, cheapest and earliest 
stage of their efforts. 

“With the evidence that 
Mereham should not even be 


included in the list we are 
acting now to eradicate it.” 

Leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats, Haddenham councillor 
Gareth Wilson, said: “What is it 
about the word ‘no’ that 
Councillor Reynolds does not 
understand? 

“We have proved to the 
Government that Mereham is 
totally unacceptable but now 
we appear to be back to square 
one.” 

But chairman of EERA, Cllr 
John Reynolds, said: “With 
Mereham, it may be completely 
different to the one which has 
been rejected before. 

“We cannot prejudice a site 
by saying it has already been 
rejected - it may be completely 
different.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, leader of the 
Say No to Mereham campaign, 
and Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
the district council, have both 
written to Ms Blears since the 
announcement last week, 
urging the development to be 
removed.

RESIDENTS are cele¬ 
brating after plans to 
destroy their homes 
have been thrown out 
for the third time. 

People living in Walsing- 
ham Way and West Fen Road, 
Ely, have faced eviction for the 
last three years since devel¬ 
opers Hereward Housing 
submitted plans to knock 
down their post-war houses 
and replace them with new 
flats. 

The proposals were dumped 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council earlier this 
year but the not-for-profit 
housing association, having 
lodged an appeal against the 
planning committee’s deci¬ 
sion, had submitted new plans 
for the site. 

With an adjusted access 
road and a communal play 
area in the centre of the 28- 
home development, Hereward 
Housing was hopeful that the 
revised plans would be 
accepted. But the planning 
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committee rejected the 
scheme again, mainly due to 
the lack of public space and 
too many homes per hectare. 

Laura Cordy, of Walsing- 
ham Way, spoke on behalf of 
concerned residents. 

She said: “We are delighted 
that the committee realises 
this development cannot go 
ahead but we do realise our 
fight is not over yet. 

“We saw that Hereward 
Housing reduced the number 
of units on the site and 
included a play area on it 
instead of on St Ovin’s Green 
but there are so many neg¬ 
atives associated with this 
site. 

“It is not fair to force people 
out of their homes with this 
and I am glad this has all been 
acknowledged.” 

Councillor Sheila Friend- 
Smith, who spoke on behalf of 
the city council at the meet¬ 


ing, was also pleased with the 
news. 

She said: “It is such good 
news for the people of 
Walsingham Way but I think 
the battle will continue for a 
while yet. The bottom line is 
that these plans are not 
suitable for the area and it is 
not fair to get rid of people’s 
beautiful homes.” 

Lisa Bek, regional director 
of the East for the housing 
association said: “We are 
disappointed at the planning 
committee’s decision as our 
plans were made after 
consultation with the council 
and local residents. 

“The proposals would 
provide quality affordable 
housing for both our tenants 
and local people waiting for 
affordable rented accommo¬ 
dation in the area. 

“We are awaiting the 
detailed reasons for the 
council’s decision and we 
shall consider these before 
making a decision about how 
we take this forward.”

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AN AIRMAN kill¬ 
ed in a crash 
during the Second 
World War has 
finally been hon¬ 
oured, almost 70 
years after his 
death. 

Sergeant-Observer 
Harry Taylor died in 
an air crash but his 
name was not put on 
the war memorial in 
Ely’s Market Place 
because his mother, 
Frances, refused to 
accept he had died. 

It was not until a 
picture of Sgt Taylor, 
handed to us by an 
anonymous reader, was 
published in the Weekly 
News, that his friends, 
family and members of 
the city’s Royal British 
Legion, asked that his 
name be added to the 
war memorial. 

A special name 
plaque has now been 
put up by the City of 
Ely Council and two of 
Sgt Taylor’s cousins 
travelled to the city for 
the Armistice Day 
service on Tuesday. 

Colin Holmes, who 


was a first cousin to 
the “forgotten” air¬ 
man, said his name on 
the war memorial 
marked the “end of his 
journey”. 

Mr Holmes, 68, from 
Cambridge, said: “It is 
fantastic news that my 
cousin’s name is now 
on the war memorial. 

“After all these years 
he is finally being 
remembered thanks to 
a hearty fight by the 
Weekly News. 

“As he only has 
cousins and their 
families left today, we 
decided to travel to Ely 
to pay our respects.” 


Mr Holmes’ sister, 
Jean Twine, 84, also 
attended the city’s 
Armistice service. 

Mrs Twine, from 
Maidenhead, said: 
“Harry was an Ely 
man and I am so 
pleased his name has 
now been put up on the 
memorial. 

“I remember him 
very well and I am 
grateful for the city 
council for going to 
such an effort. Finally 
we can pay our 
respects.” 

Sgt Taylor’s body 
was not recovered 
following the crash on 


the Greece-Albania 
border on December 7, 
1940. 


The wreckage of the 
plane was only dis¬ 
covered in the 1950s 
when the crew’s bodies 
were buried in Phaler- 
on War Cemetery, near 
Athens. 


Mayor Sheila Friend- 
Smith said: “It is good 
news that we can now 
honour this airman at 
last and we have 
worked hard to get his 
name added to the war 
memorial.”

PLANS for a new hous¬ 
ing development in 
Littleport is good news 
for people “without a 
roof over their heads”, 
local councillors say 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s planning 
committee passed plans for 
eight affordable dwellings on 
Ten Mile Bank last week. 

Submitted by social hous¬ 
ing company, Hundred Hous¬ 
es Society, it was agreed 
there was a “desperate 
need” for affordable 
housing. 

The plans include two 
terraced blocks made up of 
four dwellings each on land 
between number 17 and 19 
on the road. The scheme will 
include individual 

driveways and private 
gardens. 

The decision comes desp¬ 
ite concerns about the dist¬ 
ance between the site and 
the town’s amenities and the 
proximity of the neighbour¬ 
ing A10. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
the district council, who also 
represents Littleport East 
ward, said: “This is defin¬ 
itely a positive step. 

“There did not seem to be 
much criticism from locals 
and if there is any, people 
need to think of the hund¬ 
reds of people out there who 


have no roofs over their 
heads.” 

He added: “These eight 
homes are desperately need¬ 
ed in the area and the comm¬ 
ittee obviously saw that this 
site was a good way of pro¬ 
viding them. 

“There were a few minor 
design issues and concerns 
over parking but we have 
agreed these are conditions 
that need addressing before 
anything can begin.” 

Cllr Andrew Wright, also 
of Littleport East ward, 
said: “This is good news - we 
are in desperate need of 
social housing and I am 
pleased committee members 
have recognised this.” 

Roger Wilson, develop¬ 
ment manager at Hundred 
Houses Society, said a date 
for construction had yet to 
be set. 

He said: “Obviously we 
are pleased the plans have 
been approved and we will 
be working with the plan¬ 
ners to ensure the condi¬ 
tions are addressed. 

“We are affordable hous¬ 
ing providers and the 
difficulty is always finding 
land. 

“This was available and 
now it has been given the go- 
ahead it will be used to 
provide homes for people 
who desperately need them.”

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Missing angel 
statues could 
fly back to Ely 


AN APPEAL has 
been launched to 
bring a precious 
piece of heritage 
back to Ely. 

Two Baroque angel 
statues, which are be¬ 
lieved to have been part of 
the lost 17th Century 
organ case at Ely 
Cathedral, have recently 
been discovered in the loft 
of the demolished parish 
hall of St Matthew’s 
Church in Cambridge. 

Cathedral members 
are celebrating the find 
and have spearheaded a 
£12,000 appeal to support 
the restoration and 
return of the angels. 

A cathedral spokes¬ 
woman said: “The angels 
represent an important 
epoch in the history of 
the Cathedral furnish¬ 
ings, a period which is no 
longer well represented 
in the building. The best 
outcome would be their 
restoration and return to 
the cathedral.”

It is anticipated that 
once the restoration 
work is complete, the 
angels will be installed 
on the east wall of the 
South Transept of the 
cathedral. 

How the figures arri¬ 
ved at the church is 
unknown, but a likely 
link is the architect of 
the church, Richard 
Reynolds Rowe. 

St Matthew’s was built 
in 1866 and Rowe was 
surveyor to the fabric of 
Ely Cathedral between 
1873 and 1899. 

In the 19th Century the 
cathedral was re-ordered 
and classical furnishings 
of the 17th and 18th 
Centuries were replaced 
with new gothic ones. 

Hence many features 
either went into storage 
or were disposed of, some 
ending up in churches 
around the diocese. 


Julian Tilley, a warden 
at St Matthew’s Church, 
said: “Some building 
work was going on in the 
parish hall and the 
builders found them up 
in the loft area. 

“They brought them 
down with other junk 
items and we then cast 
our eye over them which 
is when we noticed not 
everything up there had 
been junk after all.” 

The solid oak statues 
are approximately two- 
thirds the size of a 
person and are covered 
in a coat of off-white 
paint. 

The restoration work 
will be carried out by 
specialists under the 
supervision of the 
Cathedral Fabric Advi¬ 
sory Committee.

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Attempted cat flap

A WOMAN woke up to 
find more than a cat 
coming through her cat 
flap, a court heard. 

Catherine Spinks, of West 
Drive Gardens, Soham, appeared 
at Ely Magistrates Court last 
Thursday charged with tresp¬ 
assing and attempting to burgle 
her ex-partner’s home.

“She came down to find the 
offender had her arm through 
the cat flap on the back door. 

“Miss Spinks then looked up, 
pulled her arm from the flap and 
ran through the back gate where

she had entered the rear of the 
property 

“Miss Morgan then called the 
police and she was arrested on 
October 22.” 

Spinks admitted to police that 
she was desperate for a cigarette 
and saw a packet on the kitchen 
side, before grabbing a stick to 
try and get them through the cat 
flap. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said the attempted burglary was 
a “minor one”. 

He said: “My client has known 
Miss Morgan for eight years and 
their relationship ended in the 
summer. 

“It was agreed that Miss 
Spinks could lodge at her home 
even though they were separated 
but on October 2 she moved out 
to the address she lives at now. 

“She is unemployed and had 


no money coming in, so went 
round to the house to collect her 
bike from her ex-partner’s 
garden shed with the intention to 
sell it on. 

“When she arrived she thought 
Miss Morgan, who is a nurse, 
was at work, not that she was 
upstairs asleep. 

“She could not get into the 
shed and went to the door when 
she spotted the cigarettes on the 
side. 

“It was a stupid thing to do and 
she knows that, and I am sure 
you will agree this is not a 
serious crime.” 

Spinks was given an 18 month 
conditional discharge. 

Chair of the bench, Dr 
Christine Shaw, said: “Burglary 
is a very serious crime, however 
we see that this is an exception. 
You did not go there intending to 
steal and you are of previous 
good character.” 

Spinks was ordered to pay £50 
costs.

She told the court: “I 
was in employment until 
August last year, which 
went downhill when I 
had a breakdown. 

“I was put on medic¬ 
ation and left my job - I 
felt like I could not con¬ 
tinue with work.” 

When she felt her 
condition had improved, 
she applied for the two 
jobs in Soham.

PARTYING, shopping, 
and all the rush and 
excitement associated 
with Christmas is part 
of the festivities but it 
can take a toll on our 
health.

says GP Dr Paul Stillman. 

Here are the most common 
12 ailments of Christmas 
with tips and treatments to 
help prevent or cure them. 

HANGOVER 

High doses of caffeine and 
painkillers are traditional 
remedies, but you could try 
avoiding a throbbing head 
altogether by sleeping on a 
herbal Hangover Pillow, 
£7.50, after that heavy, late- 
night session. 

The blend of Himalayan 
herbs inhaled by users 
ensures, according to 
makers Wild Earth, that 
nausea and headache 
dissipate and you awaken 
sharp and alert by morning. 

CRAMP 

Around 13 million of us 
suffer regular night cramps 
- eight in 10 people have 
suffered from muscle cramp 
at night - but during the 
party season this number 
increases as we drink and 
dance the night away 

Dr Stillman says: 
“Dehydration and 

unaccustomed exercise can 
both trigger cramp 
particularly in the legs. 
Drinking Indian tonic water 


- which contains quinine - 
can help reduce attacks.” 

BAD BREATH 

Don’t blow chances of 
romance at Christmas 
parties because of this 
embarrassing symptom. 
Avoid or minimise it by 
conscientious dental 
hygiene: brush, floss and use 
a tongue cleaner. 

ASTHMA 

Hidden asthma triggers can 
ruin festive cheer for 
sufferers. Artificial trees and 
decorations brought out of 
storage harbour dust which 
can set off attacks for some. 

Asthma UK suggests 
washing or wiping 
decorations down before 
putting them up and shaking 
artificial trees outside to 
shed dust before displaying. 

SORE THROAT 

Tingling or burning in the 
throat is a symptom of 
inflammation of the tissues 
in the larynx, pharynx and 
tonsils. 

Uncomplicated sore 
throats usually last up to 
three days and are viral and 
don’t respond to antibiotics. 
Coughing, which is a 
symptom of both infections, 
can aggravate the throat and 
make it feel worse. 

HEADACHE 

All the stress of the 
preparations can provoke 
tension headaches, says Dr 
Stillman.

He recommends over-the- 
counter treatments con¬ 
taining paracetamol, such as 
Panadol, which he believes is 
gentler on the stomach than 
other pain killers. 

COLD SORES 

Those 30 million UK 
sufferers from this trouble¬ 
some virus, herpes simplex 
know that cold winds, flu 
and tiredness can trigger an

form and may help. 

SORE EYES 

Winter’s cool winds and 
drier air indoors can irritate 
eyes and those who wear 
contact lenses are especially 
vulnerable. 

Heaters and blazing fires 
suck moisture out of the air, 
and Dr John Hill, senior eye 
surgeon, at Optimax which 
specialises in laser eye 
surgery, says: “Using eye 
drops a few times a day can 
help ward off irritation. Also 
placing humidifiers 
throughout the house may 
add moisture to the air.” 

CHILBLAINS 

Chilblains - itchy red 
swellings usually on the toes 
- are caused by the skin’s 
abnormal reaction to cold.

If 
the skin is not broken paint 
them with a mixture of 
friar’s balsam and a weak 
solution of iodine, which a 
pharmacist can prepare.

IN the next few weeks we 
will be digging out the 
Christmas decorations 
from the attic, untangling 
the discarded fairy lights 
from last year and 
rearranging the furniture 
to accommodate the tree.

Here Jamie shows us how to 
create a stunning Christmas 
wreath. 

FLOWERS 

1 bag of sphagnum moss 
3 bunches of Scotch pine 
3 bunches of sugar pine 
12 large headed white roses 

OTHER MATERIALS 

Reel wire 

35cm wire wreath frame 
12 pine cones 
9 mini white paper doves 
Strands of crystal or glass beads 
Spray glue 
Iridescent glitter 

1. Soak your moss in water and 
rinse out as you would a 
dishcloth. Attach the reel wire 
onto the wreath frame with a 
simple knot. Place small hand¬ 
sized clumps of moss on top of 
the wreath frame and bind 
tightly with the reel wire. 

2. Add more clumps of moss 
onto the frame, binding tightly 
all the way round. Do not cut the 
wire at the end. 

3. Cut all your pine into 13cm 
lengths and assemble into little 
bunches. Place a bunch of 
Scotch pine on top of the moss- 
covered frame and bind across

4. Place a bunch of sugar pine 
over the bunch you have just 
bound. Sit it at a slightly 
different angle to cover the 
binding point of the last bunch. 
Continue this process, 
alternating the types of pine, 
until you have covered the 
frame. 

5. Use extra props such as cones, 
birds, crystals and roses and 
wire them if not already 
mounted. Spray each rose head 
with spray glue and gently dip 
into the glitter. 

6. Attach the roses and pine 
cones in clusters of three, attach 
the doves and crystals evenly 
though the design. Finally, wire 
a few stands of crystals or glass 
beads to the bottom of the 
wreath frame so they hang 
elegantly

room for the recital on Thursday, 
November 27. 

Mrs Trimarco said: “We are so 
grateful for this and hopefully every¬ 
thing will go according to plan now. 

“I have to get the one-off entertain¬ 
ment licence for it but it looks like 
finally we will be able to hold the recital. 

“We are still looking for a permanent 
home though, and if anyone can help us, 
it would be much appreciated.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
P) unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners.

Euro-NCAp gets 
tough for future 
safety verdicts 


EURO-NCAP has 
revealed details about 
car safety standards in 
the future - and says 
that without ESC 
(electronic stability 
control), the 

achievement of five 
stars will no longer be 
possible. 

With the implementation 
of the new rating scheduled 
for 2009, vehicles tested by 
Euro-NCAP from this date 
will undergo a much 
tougher and more 
comprehensive assessment. 

Euro-NCAP’s new scheme 
will see the introduction of 
a new 5-star single overall 
vehicle safety rating 
replacing the current star 
ratings in use since 1997. 
This new star rating, Euro- 
NCAP believes, will provide 
the simplest and clearest 
advice to the consumer 
about the overall safety 
performance of his or her 
chosen vehicle. 

The overall rating will be 
composed from scores 
achieved in four areas of 
assessment: Adult 

Occupant, Child Occupant, 
Pedestrian Protection and a 
new area, Safety Assist. 

Safety Assist will allow 
Euro-NCAP to consider 
driver assistance systems 
and active safety 
technologies, which play an 
increasingly important role 
in accident avoidance and 
injury mitigation. The new 
scheme provides Euro- 
NCAP with the means to 


actively drive safety 
forwards in critical areas, 
maximizing the potential 
impact on road casualty 
reduction on European 
roads. 

Under the new scoring 
system, vehicles will need to 
do well in each area of 
assessment to achieve a 
good overall result. In 
particular, it will be 
impossible for a carmaker to 
achieve five stars in the 
tested vehicle without the 
standard fitment of 
electronic stability control 
(ESC) in the majority of 
variants sold. 

Statistics reveal that ESC 
plays such a major role in 
reducing deaths on our 
roads, Euro NCAP believes 
no car should be able to 
achieve five stars without it. 
First results for vehicles 
tested under the new rating 
system will be released in 
February 2009. From this 
date, consumers should look 
out for the new overall Euro- 
NCAP star rating for their 
vehicle. This shows the car 
has been subject to a 
tougher assessment in the 
achievement of its final 
award. 

Consumers interested in a 
particular area of 
assessment such as adult 
protection or child 
protection will still be able 
to compare different 
vehicles as the individual 
scores that make up the 
overall rating will also be 
available on Euro NCAP’s 
website www.euroncap.com

begun testing seats 
of vehicles crash 
tested in 2008 to 
gauge their 
performance in 
rear impact and 
whiplash 
protection.

DESIGNED to draw new 
customers to the Kia brand, 
it’s hard to see the 
pro_cee’d failing, writes 
Andy Enright 

It’s well built, aggressively 
priced, handsome and comes with 
probably the industry’s best 
warranty arrangement (seven- 
year/100,000 mile). Yes, there will 
be some who still baulk at the 
badge but for those with a 
modicum of self assurance, the 
pro_cee’d makes a smart choice. 

The third model from the cee’d 
platform after the cee’d five-door 
hatch and the cee’d SW estate, the 
three-door pro_cee’d aims at a 
tougher market sector; those who 
want a family hatch that’s stylish 
as well as practical. With rivals 
like the Vauxhall Astra Sport 
Hatch and the Citroen C4 coupe to 
contend with, it’ll need to bring 
its A-game. 

With the five-door cee’d already 
doing good business,

transplanting the engines into the 
pro_cee’d has been fairly painless 
and as such, the three-door car 
comes to market with a big choice 
of powerplants. Choose petrol and 
there’s a 104bhp 1.4-litre or a 
124bhp 1.6-litre. This bigger 
engine does need a bit of right 
boot to access all of its available 
performance though, with peak 
power arriving at a rather 
raucous 6,200rpm and peak torque 
of 1141b ft not making itself felt 
until the tacho needle hits 
4,200rpm. Alternatively, there are 
gutsier diesel engines available, 
with a 1.6-litre CRDi available in 
either 89 or 113bhp guises and the 
138bhp 2.0-litre CRDi version 
marking the top of the range. 

Like its five-door sibling, the 
pro_cee’d is a car designed by 
Europeans for Europeans. Built in 
Slovenia under the auspices of the 
Frankfurt-based Kia Motors 
Europe design team, the pro_cee’d 
features a longer and lower profile 
than the five-door car, resulting in 
an edgy, coupe-like shape. The 
nose is extended by 12mm and the 
overall height dropped by 30mm to 
give a more elegant silhouette, the 
roofline visually extended by a 
subtle rooftop spoiler. A sharply 
raised beltline and a sharp crease 
leading into the rear arches 
disguise the fact that it rides on 
the same chassis as the cee’d and 
features the same windscreen 
angle. Other than that, only the 
bonnet and front wings are 
interchangeable parts. 

The pro_cee’d value proposition 
is easy to get a handle on. It’s 


priced at the same level as the 
five-door cee’d but in return for 
forgoing a pair of doors, Kia 
throw in some extra equipment. 
Trim levels run through pro_cee’d 
2, pro_cee’d 3 and 
pro_cee’d Sport. 

The uphill battle the 
pro-cee’d faces comes 
courtesy of its badge. 

Those in the market for 
a three-door sports 
hatch will have very 
clear ideas about style 
and image and many 
will still feel the Kia 
badge remains a drag on 
their street cred. If 
you’re a little less 
concerned about the 
opinions of the ill- 
informed, the Kia 
pro_cee’d makes a whole 


stack of good sense with the best 
buy looking top be the 1.6-litre 
petrol pro_cee’d 2. Whichever 
model you opt for, you’ll have 
landed a screaming deal.

‘unfairly labelled’ 


BRITAIN’S school 
run mums are 
unfairly 
stereotyped and 
face a barrage of 
abuse by fellow 
road users every 
morning, according 
to new research. 

The report shows 
mums are often 
subjected to beeping 
horns, flashing lights, 
rude hand gestures and 
swearing when drop¬ 
ping the kids at school, 
and our very own school 
run mums in East 
Anglia are not exempt. 

Honda (UK) has 
launched a new 
campaign called “We 
Love School Run Mums 
2” to dispel the myth 
that school run mums 
are dangerous drivers 
that clog up the road in 
dirty 4x4s. 

And the stats prove 
that whereas most Brits 
recycle around 25 per 
cent of their total 
household waste, the 
average school run 
mum recycles up to 60 
per cent. And while 35 
per cent of people in the 
UK have never had a car 
accident, 45 per cent of 
our local mums have 
never had a collision. 

“We believe the 
reason mums get such a 


hard time is because of 
unfounded 
perceptions,” John 
Kingston, Government 
Affairs and 

Environment Manager, 
Honda (UK) explained. 
“And we know how it 
feels to be unfairly 
labelled - our CR-V gets 
called a Chelsea Tractor 
when actually it 
produces less C0 2 
emissions than many 
smaller vehicles. Not all 
4x4s are the same, and 
neither are all school 
run mums.” 

In fact, one in five 
school run mums would 
rate themselves as 
greener than the 
average person. 86 per 
cent of our local mums 
use energy efficient 
light bulbs (compared to 
the national average of 
47 per cent). But despite 
this relatively virtuous 
lifestyle, more than half 
of all school run mums 
(55 per cent) feel they 
are the victims of 
unfair stereotyping. 

To help the millions of 
school run mums who 
dread the drive in the 
mornings Honda has 
created a microsite 
( www. weloveschool 
runmums.co.uk ) where 
mums can download a 
list of top tips to help 
make the school run an 
even safer, greener, 
happier 
affair.

per cent admitting they 
now dread the school 
run. A huge 76 per cent 
of local mums say they 
feel pressure to make 
the kids walk, cycle or 
get the bus. But a 
significant 53 per cent 
believe the school is too 
far away for their 
children to walk or 
cycle to, with a further 
18 per cent saying local 
public transport links 
just aren’t suitable, 
leaving them with little 
choice. Today, 14 per 
cent of our mums who 
chauffeur their children 
do so because they 
worry about busy local 
roads. 

76 per cent of all 
mums surveyed in East 
Anglia have two or more 
children in the car and 
48 per cent combine the 
school run with other 
journeys such as getting 
to work (25 per cent) or 
running errands and 
shopping for groceries 
(23 per cent). 

Despite the fact 
they’re just trying to get 
the kids to school safely, 
well over half (61 per 
cent) have been shown 
rude hand gestures by 
other drivers, 35 per 
cent have been sworn at 
and four per cent have 
even been threatened 
with physical violence. 

John Kingston 
concludes: “All mums 
want is to get their kids 
to school in one 
piece. You can’t blame 
them for that and this is 
why we’ve launched the 
campaign. We can’t 
promise to clean up the 
language of other road 
users, but by supporting 
mums and encouraging 
a re-think of the 
stereotype - we at least 
hope to stop the school 
run itself being a dirty 
word.”

Why Algae should 
be ‘fuel of future’ 


POND scum could be 
the key to creating the 
fuel of the future, 
scientists have 

claimed. 

They hope that a “green 
oil” or sustainable transport 
fuel made from algae could 
avoid the problems of first 
generation biofuels. 

One ongoing issue has 
been how to make algae fuel 
production possible at the 
industrial scale needed for 
commercial production. 

But a multimillion-pound 
initiative launched by the 
Carbon Trust aims to 
commercialise the use of 
algae biofuel as an 
alternative to fossil-based oil 
by 2020. 

The trust said that an 
algae-based biofuel could 
replace a “significant 
proportion” of the fossil fuel 
used on our roads and in the 
skies, saving hundreds of 
millions of tonnes of carbon 
every year globally and 
creating a billion-pound 
industry. 

By 2030, according to its 
forecasts, algae-based 
biofuels could replace fossil- 
derived fuels usage to the 
equivalent to 12 per cent of 
the world’s annual jet fuel 
consumption - saving more 
than 160 million tonnes of 
carbon dioxide yearly. 

The trust’s challenge to 
the UK’s algae specialists is 
to produce such an algae- 
based biofuel cost-effectively, 
and at scale. 

It said algae could 
potentially deliver six to 10 


times more energy per 
hectare than conventional 
cropland biofuels and - 
unlike traditional biofuels - 
could be grown on non¬ 
arable land using seawater 
or wastewater. 

The first phase of the 
Algae Biofuels Challenge 
will provide grant funding 
for research, while the 
second phase will see the 
construction of an open 
pond test and demonstration 
plant. 

The initiative could see 
the trust commit £3 million 
to £6 million of funding in 
the initial stages, while the 
Department for Transport 
will also contribute. 

Dr Mark Williamson, 
innovations director at the 
Carbon Trust, said: “We 
must find a cost-effective 
and sustainable alternative 
to oil for our cars and planes 
if we are to deliver the deep 
cuts in carbon emissions 
necessary to tackle climate 
change. 

“Algae could provide a 
significant part of the 
answer and represents a 
multibillion-pound 
opportunity.” 

Transport Minister 
Andrew Adonis said: “This 
project demonstrates our 
commitment to ensuring 
that second generation 
biofuels are truly sustain¬ 
able - and will further our 
understanding of the 
potential for microalgae to 
be refined for use in 
renewable transport fuel 
development, to help reduce 
carbon dioxide emissions.”
